Upon my I’etui'n to HTStein on 2? Anril 1950) 1 les,rned that due to an unfortunate 
jais‘ondersta.nding that the ZSDeoot request to IQlFarce for the Pixie movement had 
never been initiated. However, it v/as sitting - and ha.d been for sometime - on 
Miitcher’s desk vmiting on a direction from us that it go forv;ard. The re- 
q.viest, therefore, was finally initiated on 28 April 1950 and lUiitcher was re- 
assured tha,t ^^ HTStein and on duty with the Laboi- Service Section 

before the s ^edifl^d arrival of the first contingent of 125 Pixies. 


This done, the next step in getting Fiend operations moving in HTStein v/a-s to lay 
on a specific nlan for establishing a Fiend organiza,tion and to cryste.lize certain 
aspects of Fiend which ixp to that moment Ivexl not been thought out in detail. 

The organ! zatioiial plans that evolved are outlined briefly beloxif. However, it 
should be borne in mind that certain specific details are n.ot to be considered 
rigid but must remain flexible to meet situations Virhich come to light as we are 
setting up our shov;. 


I. HBADQ.UARTHRS ; 

A. The fiend hea-dquarters in HTStein will be e'-tablished in HBKSLAY ^under the 
cover of Identity 5. The Chief of Fiend. Mission in HTStein (temporaiUTyp^ J 

and his Aclmi?iistrative Assistant vriJ.l v/ork ou.t of this office ostensibly as civilian 
emplovees of ZHDe/oot. Their status has been explained to the HBPJ3LAY Post Corrmnder 
hy{ 1 This headouarters v/ill maintain the necessary liaison with ZRDepot did 

as well as supervise aid Fiend activities in HTStein. Administratively they 
wii-l he attached to th'-' ETitein iUnCiva station and will coordimte with the station 
all ZRDenot and SilATUR liaison in order to avoid duplication of effort find to 
preclude any -oossibility of upsetting existing relations between the local authori-

ZPJ)e'oot will orowide corrolete loaisticad. suonort for the Piocie 
Guard Company in comoliance x^ith Maylan' Al'lardfe directive. (See 
Attachment III) . It wa.B oriylnall^’ xmderstood that PLICiva, v/oulcl 
reimburse ZEDenct for tixe wages paid to men serving in the Gua.rd 
_^orroany. However, during conversations, on 10 I'fey betv/een Al.lard, 
and Identity 8, Al.lard indicated that he would be willing to 




have tiie Jtixies paid out of raoara.tion iU.nds by the ZPjjLPOP with- 
out any reimbursement by lOLKiva. This possibility ha.s since been 
confiJTued by Keidg 0l68. For security reasons it is infinitely better 
to have the Pixies* pane, directlir by ZPJDepot, thus elimina..ting 

tv of havinn to introduce cash into ZEDeuot accoi-mts. 


It is -oossible tha.t introducing cash into the ZRDepot budget w^oxild 
have caJled unnecessary attention to the Pixie Guavrd Comnaxiy and 
■oossibly exposed it through this irregularity. 


E. Withdravjalt 


1. Members of the Pixie Gusvd Conroauy who are selected for training 
in the covert area v;ill be withdrax^a from the Coranany in a manner con- 
sistant with existing rey^ila.tions governing resignations from similar 
HP ^^nits. An individual v/ishing to v;ithdraw from a Labor Service unit 
simply makes tha.t request of the Gomr any Commander. Subsequently he is 
paid off in full., his records terminated and he is turned loose. He is 
then free to find a nlace for himself on the HfStein economy or auuly 
for the usual assistance and -orotection given eligible EPs, including 
immigration possibilities.

Further, the 
cover a,dequately exolains freoue'^nt small arms fire, (l7ote: It wa.s 
first thought that all fire arms training could be given on some 
deserted ZHDepot range e.t a rer.sonable distance from the covert 
school and thus ,elimina.te the necessity for ”dovering^^ the sound 
of gunfire from the training area proper, Hov;ever, .this plan uas 
a.ba,ndoned enter discussion v;i.th and o:' the auvice of members of

B , Instructors ; 

1. Instructors attached to the covert scb.ool vill enter HYStein as 
private citizens on 120 day tourist pe?craits to be applied for in 
the normal manner.

1, Ideally the covert area should be a. bunting lodge- t^ope property 
v/ith perhaps tv;o or three outbuildings located in an isolated 
section of Identity 3? we].l-screened from the public view and 
comletely fenced. The biildings mint be ad.ecuate to house at any 
given time a raaroimuia of 20 Pir-ie stude:pts, five instructors, a. 
housekeeping staff of about five men and -nerhaps a. few guards. 

There must be sufficient space for ordinary classrooms, a Iv/T set- 
uv for training eight to ten operators and ground within the fenced 
area sufficient to work fielrbraft problems, and to erect a firing

We I 
carnnot hold trained agents in ETStein and be consistent v.'ith oTir commit- j 
ments to Balster.
